
CHEAP GOOD HORSES. 



Com mentiDg on instancas of noted raee hones 
baTing been sold at some stage in their careers 
for modest snms, an eastern writer savs : 

“Joe Ullman got Baeeland for $225 and was 
almost ashamed to have anybody know he was 
the buyer Baeeland was a grand two-year>old 
and later a Suburban winner. 

“Age did not impreve bis appearance, and be 
was familiarly celled ‘Old Bones” by local turf 
goen. Baeeland was one of many cheap horses 
which won large amounts and fame on the turf. 

“Morello, the Fntnrity winner of 1£92, was 
■old among the Bllersiie yearlings, in 1891, for 
$100. Asa tbrre -3 ear-old be raced in the west 
To the minds of many who witnessed his per- 
formances at St, Lonis and Chicago, he was one 
of the greatest raee horses ever seen in this 
country. 

“There have been few horses the snperiors of 
Tenuy on the American tnrf, yet bo brought 
only $!10 as a yearling. In his career be won 
over £90,000. Tbat good little animal, Badge, 
was purchased for £120. When the late Byron 
McClellacd was struggling to pay the debts 
which be claimed to have made as a commis- 
sioner for the late W. L. Scott, for whom he was 
training, bnt for which it was decided Scott was 
not respcnsible, be got Badge. The little fallow 
relieved Byron and started him on a career of 
prosperity and honor. Badge’s earnings footed 
over £63,CC0. 

“The original ‘iron horse.’ Barnnm, was 
knocked down for £165 as a yearling. When his 
career terminated he bad nearly $50,000 to his 
credit. Bermuda, another of Byron MeClel- 
land’s belpeis. a winner of $28,0C0, originally 
cost $850. Tbat gamest of cripples, Diablo, was 
a $240 yearling. His winnings amounted to 
over $15,000, 

“Tbe Snbnrban winner, Tronbadonr, was ob 
tained for $400. Sam Bryant got Proctor Knott 
for $450. and with him won $$2,C00, including the 
first Fntnrity in 1887. Hippie was an $80 year- 
ling. There were not many more popular 
horses on tbe Metropolitan tracks than Mad- 
stone, purchased as a yearling for $375. He won 
nearly $45,000. 

“Lnks Blackburn cost J. T. Williams $500 
and, as a two-year-old, was sold to the Dwyers 
for $2,500. King Crab, winner of over $47,000, 
commanded $260 as a yearling. Telie Doe. a 
$300 yearling, wen $25,OCO. TipstaS, at a year- 
ling sale, was considered worth $450. His win- 
nings amounted to $25,000. Beclare brought 
$25 more. Bbe earned nearly $43 000. Charade, 
a $350 colt, was another winner of $25,000. 

“Joe Cotton cost $500 and earned $30,000. 
Bussell was a rare investment for tbe Morris 
stable. His cost was $625 and his earnings $72,- 
967. Burlington, ‘the gentleman in black,’ cost 
$425. He returned $12,220. nearly $100 for every 
$1 invested. Harry Bassett earned $53,000 for 
the McDaniels confederacy, who paid $315 for 
him. 

“Tbe above is not by any means a complete 
list of the prominent performers of the past 
which as youngsters brought figures tbat in no- 
srise represented their actual value. They were 
■imply underestimated, while others of less 
actual valne were more highly prised. 

“Tbe most remarkable examples of cheap 
horses of the last three years are Espionage, 
Tappan and Kriss Kringle. Espionage cost 
Lonis Ezell $115. As a two-year-old she won 
nearly $11,000. She is now a fonr-year old, win- 
ning races in California. 

“At New Orleans, a year ago, Tappan wen a 
yainng race, lor which be was entered to be 
■old at $100, ‘Texas’ Smith bid $200 and got 
him. Last summer and fall be was one of tbe 
best horses racing at Harlem and Hawthorne 



‘Kriss Kringle, sold for $35 a little over a year 
ago, was, at the close of the season of 1899, one 
of the best handicap horses racing in tbe west. 
He has since been sold for $4, COO and will be 
raced in tbe east this year.” 

eOSSlP OF THE TVBF. 



Despite the heavy losses of the ring at the 
previous Oakland meeting, the bookmakers are 
well ahead of tbe game this seasen. The 
present week has materiaUy benefitted every 
penciler. George Bose. John Coleman. Fred 
Cook, Frank Eckert and Joe Harlan are jointly 
more than $lt0,000 ahead of tbe season. Not 
one of the foregoing quintet is less than $20,000 
winner. The Hoffman brothers are probably 
$10,000 winner in their two books, while Hnghey 
Jones and Phil Archibald aie acconnted to be 
$10,CC0 ahead. Gns BInhm is a email winner, 
while Fred Peech. who dropped $10,000 the first 
part of tbe season, has won most of this sum 
back in the past two or three weeks. Several 
others who have baen booking on and off dnrirg 
the season are bat little winner or loser. The 
St. Lonis Clnb is the only book in the ring tbat 
has not missed a day daring the entire season. 
It is oo ntrolled by Paul Hoffman, Charles Hoff- 
man and J. Jackson.

The execu- 
tors of the estate tried recently to sell tbe track 
to several members of tbe Jockey Clnb, bat the 
terms were not acceptable and the prospective 
sale fell through. It was then that P. J. 
Dwyer’s aid was songht, Mr. Dwyer is an old 
friend of the family. 

J. J. Donglas, Eotben Stnd, Middletown, Ky„ 
bas sold to John E. Madden, Hamburg Place, 
at a private figure, Bassinette (dam of Blarney- 
stone and San Cecelia), bay mare, 15 years old, 
by King Ernest— Miss Bassett (sister to Harry 
Bassett) by Lexington, and the speedy Quiver 
(dam of Amyntas), bay mare, 10 years old, by 
Fanstns— Belle Broeck, by Ten Broeck. Both 
these mares are in foal to Falsetto, and will be 
bred to either Plandit or Mirthful. This addi- 
tion to tbe matrons at Hamburg Place brings 
tbe number at tbat establishment up to nearly 
100 bead of tbe choicest bred brood mares in 
this country. 

The celebrated mere Spinaway (dam of Hand* 
span, Montank, etc,), by Leamington— Megara, 
by BcUpse, will be brad to The Commoner, Mr 
E. C. Cowdin, bar owner, of Mt, Kieco, N. ¥., 
having instructed Col. Milton Young to that 
effect by telephone from New York. 



Wyndham Walden reports the loss of the 
mare Miserieordia at his farm in Middlebnrg, 
Ky, She was the property of tbe Messrs. Morris 
and was raced by them at tbe New. Orleans 
meeting. She apparently shipped in good 
shape, bnt the da/ after being unloaded from 
the cars at Washington she was taken sick and 
died tbe same night. 

AT LOV18TILLB. 



Track and training gossip at Lonisville, Tues- 
day, was to tbe effect that the injary to Eliza- 
beth Klein, Dr. Bnschmeyer’s filly, was received 
with regret by local horsemen. It was gener- 
ally conceded that this fast filly might win the 
Tennessee and Kentucky Oaks. With Elizabeth 
Klein oat it is generally believed now that the 
Kentneky Oaks is between Baker A Gentry’s 
fast Anna Bsin and Lady Elite, owned by Col. 
Wm. S. Barnes. Lady Elite is at Memphis, bat 
Anna Bain is here and is in fine condition. She 
has been given no very bard work, her trainer. 
Jack Baker, not caring to send her along so far 
in advance of tbe raee. 

Lieutenant (]lib3on stepped three-qaarters 
last Sunday in 1 :17, acd was flagged down be- 
fore finishing the mile in semetbing close to 
1:44. It was going entirely too fast for the 
Darby, which is jasc one month off. At tbe rate 
be was going Gibson would have been ready in 
two weeks’ time, so Mr. Hnghes concluded to 
ease np on the colt a little. He was given noth- 
ing but an exercise gallop today. It is donbt- 
fal if he will be given anything bat slow breezes 
in the next two weeks. 

The horses at the track are so far advanced 
in their work that trainers are taking things 
easy, and are not worried in tbe least. Half 
miles were made today in 50 seconds with all 
ease, and owners are now looking for the dis- 
tance to be covered in 48 seconds. With a 
three-year-old Pat Dennis set a maik of 481 sec- 
onds. 

Ethel Collins went a half mile in company 
with Finch, a three-year-old belonging to Pat 
Byan, who hasjast retnrned from tbe Pacific 
Coast after a very snccassfni winter. Ethel Col- 
lins carried 126 pounds, while Finch only carried 
70 pounds. Finch went the half mile in 0:491, 
with Ethel Collins only a length behind at the 
finish. Horsemen conceded that the perform- 
ance of Ethel Collins, with the weight she car- 
ried, stamped her as being in fine form and 
almost leady for racing. 

Pat Dunne’s Vain was given a good stiff mile, 
bnt the time was not caught. Vain, it is said, 
is being prepared especially for the St. Louis 
Derby. He went the mile with his bead pulled' 
back in his jockey’s lap, and seemed to be as 
full of rnn at tbe finish as be was at tbe start. 
Pat Danne’s Beminder was breezed three-quar- 
ters, and it is said that he will be a sure starter 
ia the Kentneky Derby, notwithstanding tbe 
fact tbat Lieutenant Gibson seems to have the 
event at hie mercy. Horsemen at the track 
seem to think tbat Brewer Schorr’s Sam Phil- 
lips is tbe horse that Gibson will have to beat 
in tbe Derby, and that he will have to extend 
himself to his fall capacity to beat Phillips out. 
Kentucky Farmer, another Derby candidate, 
belonging to Woodford A Buckner, and being 
trained by John Rodegap, is in seemingly fine 
form, but has not as yet been extended, 

Peter Wimmer, trainer of the Whitney string, 
gave his horses exercise gallops today, and it is 
doabtfnl if he will send them along rnach 
further at the local track, Ha will ship east, it 
is said, April 17, and all he desires is to have his 
horses well seasoned by tbe time be gets away. 
The string, inclnding Jean Beraud, are already 
far advanced beyond all expectations, and after 
reaching home they will require very little 
preparation for racing. 



THE M’DOWKLL STABLE, 



The horses owned by Mr. Thomae C. McDowell 
performed so well last year, both asst and west, 
tbat those who keep close track of racing 
affairs will hardly overlook the stable this 
year. A Lexington letter gives tbe following 
information concerning Mr. McDowell’s string 
for this year : 

“One of the best strings of horses in Ken- 
tucky, from a standpoint of quality and indi- 
vidual excellence, is tbat of Thomas C. Mc- 
Dowell, which bas wintered at Ashland, and 
which will bs shipped to Churchill Dovrns some 
day during the present week. 

“Tbe'stable is beaded by the very brilliant 
stake winner. Batten. He has developed into 
a grand horse and has improved wonderfully 
in every way, and from his bsautiful appear- 
ance and tbe clever manner in which be is tak- 
ing his work ha may surely be reckoned a han- 
dicap probability. 

“Indeed, it would not be at all surprising to 
see the handsome son of Sadie McNairy carry 
the ‘white, black sash' to victory in more than 
one of tbe richest haudiesps of the year, 

“His Excellency has also improved, and 
rossessit'g as be does a rare tnrn of speed, 
shonld prove a most useful sort, though sprint- 
ing will likely be his forte. Sozon is a very 
handsome and blood-like miss, full of quality 
and balanced; in fact, she is as charming a 
filly as one wonld see in a long time. 

“Meredith, a son of Margrave, is a compact, 
muscular colt of good size, and has beautiful 
action. He ia considered very fast and has 
given evidence of great ability to negotiate a 
route. Mr. McDowell, in speaking of the colt, 
said ‘be will take a lot of beating in the Coney 
Island or Brighton Cnp some day.’ 

“The filly Csona, a very neat one, derives her 
name from the initial letters of the United 
Statps of North America, and is said to bs truly 
worthy of the nomenclature. She has been very 
highly triad and will surely be beard from.” 
This stable will probably be shipped to Brook- 
lyn after the Louisville meeting, Tbe makeup 
of the string is as follows :
